The parachute is fastened to the side of 
the balloon with the ring within easy 
reach of our hands.

high enough we select a good place to 
land. 
Ordinarily we can guess within 
500 feet of where we will strike the earth. 
Then we grasp the rink of the parachuto 
with half*arm grip. 
That is to be ready 
for the jerk that follows. 
Our weight 
detaches the balloon, and we shoot 
downward. 
The first 200 feet is a sheer 
drop. The sensation is something awful. 
It makes us dizzy and seasick. 
Then 
comes the jerk when the parachute fills. 
It makes a frightful pull on our nrms, 
and is one of the most dangerous and 
uncomfortable parts of the performance. 
N e x t comes the oscillations. 
The vibra- 
tions are what have always troubled 
men 
in 
making 
parachute 
de- 
scents. 
This 
has 
to 
be 
over- 
come in the manufacture of the para- 
chute. 
We have always given great 
thought to their manufacture, and in 
doing this we have demonstrated many 
new theories. 
For instance, we have 
no hole in the umbrella of our para- 
chute. 
Science has said that it must be 
there. 
Practical experiment has taught 
us that it is not necessary. 
Our para- 
chute is eighteen feet in diameter. 
We 
allow two square feet exposed for each 
pound weight. In the descent we swing 
back and forth like a hufre pendulum. 
The ianding? 
Well we 
get 
badly 
shaken 
up 
at 
times. 
If 
we 
strike the ground in 
the 
middle 
of the swing, it is like stepping oflf a 
geutly-moving carriage. 
If we are not 
fortunate enough to strike that way, we 
double up and go rollixig over and over."

THE RAILROAD SHOPS 


The Business Hen's Exchonge Dlscusspt 
the New Road and the Proposed 
Appropriation 
of 
$200,- 
000—Hew Features. 


The parlors of the Business Men's ex- 
change were comfortably 
filled 
last 
night by representative citizens, the 
purpose being to discuss the New York, 
Mahoning and Western ro( d and 
the 
proposition to vote $200,000 towards se- 
curing its main ehops. 


Mr. G. W. Seavy presided and had 
the secretary call the roll and read the 
minutes of the last meeting for ap- 
proval. 


The exchange committee, Messrs. H. 
C. Paul, H. C. Graffe and J. B. Mon- 
ning, who were sent into Ohio to loo k 
up the status of the new road, reported 
as follows: 


To the PreBidentand Members of the Itueiness 
Men's Kzchanüre, Fort Wayne, Ind., In the 
matter of the N. Y., M. and W. K. R.: 


GBNTLIIOCK :- Your committee would 
respeotinlly report as follows: 


We leit for Toledo last Friday morn- 
ing, and upon arrival there went to the 
office of the N. Y., M. and W. R. R. 
office, where we met Mr. Haskill, vice- 
president, and Mr. Collins, chief en- 
gineer of the road. 
The latter went 
with us to Ottawa, Ohio, to «how Us the 
work already done. 


Upon reaching Ottawa we were in- 
formed that about twenty miles of road 
bed was partly graded west of Ottawa. 
We then took a hand-car and went over 
about nine miles of track east of Ottawa. 
From there we passed over about eleven 
miles of almost completed ^ade, reach- 
ing from the track laid to Findlay, Ohio, 
muking a total of about thirty-one miles 
graded road bed and nine mÚes graded 
and track laid. 
There has been no loca- 
tion of the route east of Findlay or west 
of Fort Wayne. 
We were informed 
that a party had been sent east of Find- 
lay to locate. 


We also found two shops at Findlay, 
Ohio, (one-story brick) one about 40x 
100 feet, the other about 50x150, which 
we were informed were partly to be uaed 
for repair shops, and partly were leaded 
to some Dayton oouoem for the manu- 
facture of dump cars. 


Our citizen , as we understood our 
mission, sent us to find out what ability 
ihú company has to build a railroad; 
and upon reaching Toledo we explained 
our errand to Mr. Haskill, the vice-presi- 
dent. 
He told us Mr. Collins, the en- 
gineer, would show us the work already 
done, but did not offer to show us any 
assets of the company or any contract 
with 
men 
of 
means 
that 
would 
enable the company 
to 
build 
its 
road or shops, and we were in this 
regard left to our own conjecture and 
outside informal ion to report as to that 
point. 
We were told that citizens of 
Ottawa, Ohio, have given notes amount- 
ing to $15,000, conditioned that the 
company build a railroad from Ottawa 
to Findlay; also, that certain citizens of 
Findlay have given notes amounting to 
$55,000 on oond)tion that the company 
build a road from Findlay to Ottawa 
and the condition of the location of i ts 
coDSirnction shops at Findlay, and cer- 
tain other notes amounting to $30,000 
on condition that such shops be built in 
a certain part of Findlay. 


The incorporation papers in Ohio 
show $100,000 stock and $10,000 paid hi. 


The amount paid on work and mater- 
ial already done we could not learn. 


It seems the aforesaid notes were hy- 
pothecated in New Ifork to raise money. 


In the short time we were absent no 
one could ascertain with accuracy 
the 
exact truth, but our information was de- 
rived from the officers of the railway 
company and its friends. 


HENBY C . PAUIJ,

This report precipitated a general dis- 
cussion of the railroad and its affairs. 
Supt. C. D. Law, of the Pittsburg and 
Fort Wajne road, did not have faith in 
the project and gave hia reasons in a 
very impartial manner. 


Mr. H, C. Paul likewise could not 
satisfy himself that the road WAS in 
financial shape to command his approval 
or his sanction to the proposition to vote 
a donation of $200,000. 


Mr. J. B. Monnicg viewed things with 
more favor and soid the company had 
kept faith with Ohio cities. 
He had to 
recognize that the road was being liuilt 
and that the contractors assured him the 
line would be pushed to a finish. 


Mr. P. A. Bandall looked at the affair 
with much conservative 
favor. 
He 
could see no reason for apprehending 
that the road was a paper road or that it 
would not be built. 
The company had 
deposited $500 to cover the cost of the 
election in the event that the road did 
not come to Fort Wayne. 
This guarded 
against any loss on that score. 
If the 
appropriation asked for was voted next 
Saturday, 
then 
the 
lav 
steps 
in and sa^^s the company cannot collect 
a cent of this money until it has com 
plied with its agreement vith the county 
ccmmiissionerB, and Judge Morris pro- 
nounced it regular and sufficient. 
In 
other words the company must have .'ts 
roted in operation, its shops erected and 
equipped and every specification com- 
plied with before they could collect a 
cent. 
It mattered not who built the 
road, so long as the contract with Wayne 
township was lived up to. There was, 
he explained, plenty of time intervening 
to demonstrate the reliability of the road. 
The tax could not, under the law, be 
placed on the tax duplicate until June, 
1889. 
The first half of the appropria- 
tion, $100,000. could not oe collected 
uutil Jane, 1890, and not then if 
the 
agreements before specified were not 
iuifiUed: The other half, or last inatall- 


ment, would be placed on the tax dupli- 
cate in June, 1890. and be collected in 
1891, if nothiiig had Intervjned to prove 
tiiat the railroad had violatia Its agree- 
ments. 
This, in his opinion, gave suffi- 
cient time to judge of the stability of 
the road and the people were nothing 
out if the road did nothing, save the 
trouble of voting, 


Mr, A. A. Puraan, attorney for the 
railroad company, arose and read the 
following letter:

Lauferty and other gentlemen to say 
that the letter put a stronger phase on 
the project, for if the company would 
agree to invest as much money in a 
shop plant as they were getting It was 
as fahr a guarantee of good faith as the 
people could ask and a better one than 
was ever before given to the city. 


It was felt that if the proposition em- 
bodied in the letter could be legally em- 
bodied In the original agreement with 
the commissioners, the people would 
vote and support the project, seeing 
that they were getting an equivalent for 
their money. 


A committee consistfaig of Col. D. N. 
Foster, H, C. Paul and P. A, Randall 
was appointed to ascertain if the propo- 
sition could be made binding on the 
company.

G. Colerick and other attorneys who 
agree that the letter can be added and 
embodied to the original agreement.

EvAinviLUi, Ind., July 3.—It was ex- 
pected that the nomination of Harrison 
would not be altogether acceptable to 
the repnblicans of Indiana, bnt the 
leaden did not antloipate that this fed 
ing of disappointment wottld- be more 
than a transient and passing one. Bnt, 
contrary to their expectationB, the de- 
fection with some is deep rooted and 
seeks no oosieeahnent of Ita chagrin 
while it is now six days since the noml 
nation. The Inkewarmnesa, if not 
tive defection, la observable perl 
mostly among young repablicans, 
though two repnblicdn newspapers 
thk city have bolted the nomination. 
One of these is the Evening Bulletin, 
which, for the past two yean, has been 
the county organ of the republicans 
Yanderbnrgh coanty, and has been, as 
well, a YjfTj bitter and nncompromising 
exponent of republican principl 
bolting the nomination, the Bulietin de- 
dares its unalterable opposition on ac- 
count of Harrison's extreme views upon 
the labor qnestion and his onfriendliness 
to workingmen. 
It says further that 
Harrison will be beaten in this, his own 
state, by 10,000 majority. 
The same 
canses, which led to the defection of the 
Bulletin, moves the editor of the Indi 
ana Post to declare against Harrison. 
The Pott is the leading and perhaps the 
only organ of the Qerman repnblicans 
in southern Indiana. 
It has always 
been a staunch supporter of republican 
prindples. 
But Herr Wllkom, editor 
and proprietor, has annonnced his deter 
mination 
to 
bolt. 
The defection 
of these papen, 
taken in oonnec 
tion with the prevailing 
sentiment 
in this part of the state is an ominons 
premonition of the general defection 
among Oerman repnblicans. They are 
strangely reticent regarding the action 
they may take and cheir demeanor cer' 
tainly indicates that they may go over 
in a 4)ody to the opposition. 
Another 
straw pointing in this direction is the 
public announcement of Hon. Frederick 
W. Cook, president of the Freedom and 
Bight society and one of the leading 
and wealthiest Germans in the state 
that he renounced the republicans and 
will support Oleveland and Thurman. 
Mr. Codi was at one time elected by the 
repnbiioans to the state legislature and 
his influence among the Germans is very 
great, as he has alMut 300 of them 
his employ. While this opposition to 
the republican nominee is largely based 
upon his temperance views, there are 
many, especially among the working- 
men, who propose to hold him to 
fearful accountability for his vote i 
favor of Ohinese emigration. 
How far 
any defections upon this score may ex 
tend can not easily be determined. The 
masses of the working classes are very 
prone to denouncing men and measures 
and then yidding easily to pennssion. 
But, from the fact that the labor lead' 
era, in this district, are nearly all demo- 
crats, it is not hard to determine what 
direction the disgruntled labor repnbli- 
cans would take. It might be said that 
the priipary cause of ill feeling against 
Harrison in this city, among his own 
political adherents, is the manner in 
which his manage» interfered in this 
district and secured Harrison delegates 
in defiance of an overwhelming senti' 
ment in favor of Judge Gresham. The 
ill feeling engendered at that time, was 
carried into the national convention, and 
not less than fifteen of the most promi 
nent republicans from this city went to 
Ohicago and worked aealonsly for Gres 
ham. They declared openly that Harri- 
son was not the choice of the state, and 
they feared his ability to carry it—that 
the legacy of bad feeling, on account of 
his preliminary campaign, would surely 
hurt him.

WAaHiNOTOH, July 3.~The reductioa 
tn the public debt during June as shown 
by the statement issued from the treas- 
ury department yesterday was $14,429,- 
602 and for the fiscal year which doaed 
on Saturday, June 30, is $118,844,080; 
during tha preceding fiscal year the debt 
was rednced $109,707,676. 
The total 
debt now, less cash in the treasury, ag- 
gregates $1,166,684,666, and of this 
amount $1.106,146,011' is Interest bear- 
ing debt. In round number the interest 
bearing debt yesterday is made up of 
$714,000,000 at 4 per cent. $222,000,000 
at 
percent, $64,000,000 Pacific rail- 
road at 6 par cent, and $14,000,000navy 
pension fund at 3 per cent bonds. The 
net cash or actual surplns in the treas- 
ury on July 1 was $103,220,464, against 
140,863,369 a year ago. One year ago 
the treasury gold fund balance was 
$186,876,669, and to day it aggregates 
$198,866,246, an increase of $7.000,000. 
During the year the net silver fund 
balance was $73,348,425 agahist $47,- 
634,842 to-day, a decrease of $26,000,- 
000 during the fiscal year just closed. 
Standard silver dollan are 
steadi- 
ly accumulating, and the treasury 
now holds $243,879,487 of this cohi, or 
$32,000,000 more than on July 1, 1887. 
Government recdpts from all sources 
during June amounted to $32,490,777 
against $33,070,984 during June, 1887, 
and for the fiscal year the revenues ag 
gregated $379,329,526 against $371,708, 
297 during the preceding fiscal year. 
Customs recdpts for the year just closed 
aggregated $219,397,076, internal reve- 
nue receipts $124,823,973. and recdpts 
from mificellaneous sources amounted to 
$35,108,375. 
This shows an increase 
compared with the preceding year 
but $2,000,000 in custom receipts, $6, 
000,000 in internal revenue and a fall 
ing off of $100,000 in receipts from 
miscellaneous sources, while the reve 
nne has increased about $9,000,000, ex- 
penditures for the year jubt closed which 
aggregate $269,089,039, have also in 
creased about $1,004|000. The ordinary 
expenses of the government for the year 
were $146,161,600, or about $10,000,000 
less than the preceding year. The pen 
sion charge was $81,676,937, or $5,500, 
000 greater than the year before; while 
the interest charge, which is growing 
less and less as the debt is paid off, was 
$44,789,672, or $3,000,000 less than dnr- 
iDg the preceding year; $8,270,842 was 
paid premium on bonds purchased dur 
ing the year. 
With total receipts 
amounting to $379,000, ( '00 and total ex- 
penditures aggregating $269,000,000, the 
surplns revenbe for the fiscal year just 
dosed 
will amount to $110,000,000 
against $103,471,097 during the last fis 
cd year.
